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When the jaundice continues obſtinate, 
there is hardly any thing has often a better 
effect than the continued uſe of decoctions of 
the juices of ſucculent plants, of hey in the 
ſpring, of ſoap, and other aperient medicines. 
The baron Van Sweiten tells us “, that he 
bas cured many obſtinate jaundioes by mak 
ing the patients drink daily a pint or two 
pints of a decoction of grais, dandelion, fu- 
maria, ſuccoty, and ſuch like; prepared in 
whey; to each pint of which he added half 
an ounce of ſal polychreſt, and an ounce ar 
two of ſyrup of the five aperient roots; and 
ſome by ordering them to drink the Spa water 
in ſummer, and take freely of ſoap, along with 
a decoction of the aperient roots, in winter. 


In thoſe who were cured by theſe remedies; 


he ſays, ſtones, or a kind of grumous cal - 
culous matter, were always found in the 
ſtools, as the jaundice was going off. He te- 
lates one very particular caſe of a lady of 
Gxty years of age, who had had à black 
jaundice for twelve years, and was cured by

take ſome ſpoonfuls of a ſaline julep made 
acid, and ſome of the confectio cardiaca ;

HE . nes is one of thoſe diſors' 
ders which is communicated by infec=. 
tion, and as that happens moſt commonly 
from intimate familiarities between the ſexes, 
it has from thence been called the venereal 
diſeaſe ; though it may be communicated in 
other ways. It may be conveyed from pa- 
rents to their children from an impure nurſe 
Vor. II, IS to 
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to a clean child from a tainted child to a 
clean nurſe from ſome of the matter of ve- 
nereal ſores, or of a gonorrhea lying long on 
any of the ſpongy patts of the body, or get- 
ting into a cut or. ſore on the hands of ſur- 
geons, mid wives, or nurſes.— And at what- 
ever part the infection is received, its effects 
generally appear firſt there; and its progreſs 
may be traced from thence along the courſe 
of the lymphatic veins and glands going from 
ſuch parts to where they diſcharge theit con- 
tents into the general maſs of blood. 
It ſeems not to have been known in Eu- 
rope before the year 1494, when it is al- 
ledged to have been Duin by the - app 
from:America. 

It is true, indeed, chat long before this 
time, there was a diſeaſe in England known 
by the name of the &rinning (burning), 
which very much reſembled the dyſuria in a 
virulent gonorrhœa, which W. Becket *, in 
the Philoſophical Tranſactions, argues to have 
been it; but from the accounts given of the 
brinning, it is now more generally believed to 
have been a ſpecies of the N or Oy 


than the lues venerea.

The 
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The firſt European who laboured under the 
lues venerea whom we have any account of, 
was one Peter Margarit, a nobleman; of Ca- 
talonia, who went with Columbus in his ſe- 
cond expedition into America, and contract - 
ed it in the iſland of Hiſpaniola, where Co- 
jumbus firſt landed; and being ſeat home to 
Spain about the end of the year 1494. N 
it along with him. 

In the year 1495. John Aalen was ſent 
from the court of Spain to try Columbus for 
ſome crimes, laid to his charge in the iſland 
of Hiſpaniola ; and returned to Cadiz about 
the end of the ſame year, with 200-ſoldiers 
who had been in the Weſt Indies for ſome 
time, and were all infected with this diſorder. 

In the following year 1496, when Naples 
was beſieged by the army of Charles V. of 
France, it began to rage in both armies ; and 
as it was never before known: to either na- 
tion, the French gave it the name of the 
Neapolitan diſeaſe ;' and the Neapolitans call - 
ed it by the name of the French; hy 
is generally believed that the. French got it 
from the Spaniſh and Neapolitan women, 
who frequently ſtole out of the city to their 


camp in the night time. 
"YI Aar 
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After the French returned from the ſiege, 
.by their commerce with other nations, they 
foon ſpread it through Germany, Holland, 
and the reſt of Eutfope z and fo quick was. its 
progreſs, that it was raging in Scotland in 
the year 1497 for among the records of the 
city of Edinburgh there was found ſome 
years ago, a proclamation of James IV. of 
Scotland, and his council, dated the x 1th of 
December 1497, commanding, that who- 
evet found himſelf afflicted with that ftrange 
and loathſome diſeaſe, lately come amongſt 
them, called the grand gore, (the venereal 
diſorder) ſhould immediately repair to the 
ſands of Leith, where boats ſhould be ready 
to tranſport them to the iſland of Inchkeith, 
or ſome diſtant corner over the Forth, there 
to remain till God ſhould ſend them relief; 
vrhich if they did not, they were to be burnt 
on the cheek with a hot iron, and baniſhed 
the eity for three years. 

The firſt author who treats of this diſeaſe 
is one Jolephus Grandbeckius, a German 
phyfician, Who, in the year 1496, wrote a 
treatiſe De Peſtilentia Scorrha, five de Malo 
de Frantzos; where he fays, © Malum eſſe 
tam cito in bomines dimiſſum, ut plaga 
: | * c#litus 
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© cxlitus decuſſa videretur. Novum eſſe 
* morbi genus, nature inviſum, quod a Deo- 
rum immortalium arce in Gallos dimiſſum

* ac prorſus incognitum.“ And fince him, 
innumerable authors have wrote on the ſame 
ſubject. | 

This diſeaſe ſeems to have raged with 
more violence at its firſt appearance, than at 
preſent ; and to have gradually become milder 
ſince that time ; but whether this has hap» 
pened from the diſeaſe itſelf really becoming 
leſs virulent, or to practitioners having be- 
come better acquainted with proper methods 
for ſtopping its farther progreſs, and of cur- 
ing it, 1 cannot determine. 

The venereal diſorder appears in different 
forms where there is a diſcharge of a thin, 
greeniſh, bad concocted matter from the pri- 
vate parts of either ſex, it 1s called a gonor- 
rhœa— where it affects the inguinal or axil- 
lary glands and cauſes them to ſwell, it is 
called bubo—where it ſhews jitſelf in form 
of an eating ulcer about. the private parts, 
it is called chancre—and when the virus is 
abſorbed into the blood and cauſes ulcers in 
the throat, eruptions on the {kin, pains of

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the bones, Kc. it is called a confirmed lues 
vene res, or pox. — And the various ſymp- 
toms, according to the parts they attack, and 
ſhape they aſſume, have been called by dif- 
ferent names; venereal ophthalmia, nodi, to-

HE moſt frequent form in which this 
. diſorder appears is the gonorrhea, or 
[diſcharge of thin, greeniſh, purulent-like 

matter, from the urethra in men, and from 
the vagina in women. 

In men it has been divided into four dif- 
ferent ſpecies, according to the ſuppoſed ſeat 
of the diſorder, or the place of the urethra 
from whence the diſcharge comes.—1. From 
near the point of the urethra. — 2. From 
about an inch above it.—3. From the whole 
tract of the urethra, up to Cowper's glands. 
—4..From the proſtrate glands, and neck of 
the bladder. — But theſe ſeem to me to be 
unneceſſary diſtinctions, the nature of the 
diſcaſe being the ſame in all, and requiring 


wy y 
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nearly the ſame manner of treatment; as 
does the gonorrhea ſpuria, or diſcharge from 
the infide of the prepuce and the outſide of 
the neck of the glans penis, when it pro 
ceeds from a venereal cauſe, which is not 
always the caſe. 

The firſt ſymptoms of a gonorrhea, (or 
running) in men, ſhew themſelves by a kind 
of itching at the end of the yard, and a very 
ſmall diſcharge of a clear watery liquor, or of 
a yellow green coloured lymph, which in a 
very ſhort time increaſes in quantity, and 
puts on the appearance of a very thin, green- 
iſh, badly concocted pus; and this diſcharge 
is commonly attended with more or leſs of a 
heat and pain in making water; which 
ſometimes, where the diſeaſe is violent, in- 
creaſe to ſuch a degree as to occaſion a dyſu- 
ria, or even a ſtrangury.— After the heat 
and pain in making water come on, the pa- 
tient has frequently, particularly when warm 
in bed, a cordee, or painful involuntary erec- 
tion of the penis, attended with a diſtortion 
or bending of that member. And where 
the gonorrhea is violent, it is ſometimes at- 
tended with a ſwelling and redneſs all along 
the perinzbm, or with a felling of the nut, 
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or of the whole yard; and at other times 
with a phymoſis or paraphymoſis “. 

The heat of urine and cordee differ much 
in the length of their duration; for ſome- 
times they go off very ſoon, and at other 
times continue long; for the moſt part the 
pain and heat in making water go away be- 
fore the cordee, and both before the run- 
ning. The running, after its firſt appear- 
ance, generally increaſes in quantity, and be- 
comes more of a greeniſh yellow colour for 
ſome days, after which it continues for 
three, four, five, or ſix weeks, or ſometimes 
for months, without changing much either 
in quantity or appearance, and then it begins 
to loſe that green colour, and to become 
more like good pus, and thicker, and turns 
ropy, eſpecially in a morning; after which 
it gradually lefſens in quantity, and becomes 
clear and viſcid like to the white of an egg, 
before it ſtops entirely ; though in ſome it 
diminiſhes * in quantity, without 


*.Wheh the prepuce covering the glans dend, inflames, 
fwells, and contracts, ſo that it cannot be brought back to un- 
cover the glans, the diſorder is called a phymoſis.— And when 
the prepuce happens to be above or behind the glans, and i in- 
flames and ſwells ſo in that ſituation, that it cannot be again

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much change of colour till within a few 
days of its ſtopping altogether. | ; 

The ſeat of the diſorder, in the greater 
number of gonorrheas, is in the urethra, not 
an inch from the end of the yard ; though 
frequently the venereal virus infinuates itſelf - 
a good way higher up, and ſometimes even 
ſo high as as to affect the proſtrate and Cow- 
per's glands, and parts very near to the neck 
of the bladder; and it has been known ſome- 
times to affect the ductus ſeminiferi, as they 
open into the urethra. , 

In women, the appearances of the matter 
diſcharged in the gonorrhœa is ſimilar to that 
in men, and the ſeat of the diſorder in them 
is, the cellular membranes and little glands 
of the vagina, the glandule myrtiformes, 
Cowper's glands, the proſtrata, and ſome- 
times likewiſe the cellular membranes, arid 
little glands of the urethra. 

Such are the moſt common ſymptoms of a 
gonorrhea, of which the running, or diſ- 
charge of purulent-like matter from the ure- 
thra in men and from the vagina in women, 
is the pathognomic, or that which diſtin- 
guiſhes it from other venereal maladies. Of 
late it has been much diſputed denz prac- 
titioners how the gonorrhea is produced; 

whether . 
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whether, by the virus venereum corroding the 
internal ſurface of the urethra or vagina, or 
only by its irritation, when lodged in the 
cellular membranes and glands of theſe parts, 
creating 2 flight degree of inflammation 
Without any ulcer, and a conſequent increaſed 
ſecretion of the liquors which lubricate the 
internal ſurface. 
_ The firſt opinion was formerly generally 
received as the true one; but for ſome time 
paſt; the latter ſeems to haye gained ground, 


1 — the fallowing obſervations ;—1. From 
practitioners obſerving no ulcers in the va- 
ginas of women labouring under a gonor- 
rhea ſimplex. — 2. From the appearance of 


the gonorrhœa ſpuria in men, where there is 


a diſcharge of ſuch matter from the neck of 


the glans penis below the prepuce, as uſually 
comes from the urethra, without the appear- 


ance of any ulcer. — 3. From the increaſed 
"fecretion of liquors from the noſe in a ca- 
tarrh, where there is no ulcer.—4. From the 


running often ſtopping ſuddenly..— 5. And 


ftom no ulcers having been obſerved, on diſſec- 
tion, in the urethras of ſome people who have 
died with a running upon them,— From all 
which facts it is now generally believed, that 
the running may, and commonly is pro-

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duced, without the exiſtence of any ulcer; 
at the ſame time that it cannot be denied 
that the venereal matter has frequently eroded 
the urethra, and formed ulcers * there, ſince 
we have the hiſtories of diſſections related, 
where ſuch ulcers were found by anatomiſts 
and phyſicians whoſe teſtimony cannot be 
doubted. n 
Several praQtitioners have been of opinion, 
that a gonorrhœa never terminates in a con- 
firmed pox, where there is a free diſcharge 
by the running, and where this diſcharge 
ceaſes by flow degrees; and others have gone 
Rill farther, and affirmed that a pox never 
was the conſequence of a gonorrhea. How- 
ever, I believe that both theſe opinions are

erroneous ; for although it- is not often that 
a pox follows a ſimple gonorrhœa, yet I have 
met with ſeveral inſtances of poxes, where 
the patients have informed me that they had 
exiginally: only a ſimple gonorcheea, which 
was ſeemingly cured in a regular manner by 
their ſurgeons, and where the running had 
gone away in a kindly manner by flow de- 
grees; and that they had no reaſon fince'to 
ſuſpect their having received any freſh vene- 
real infection. And I have ſeen repeated in- 
ſtances of confirmed poxes following the 
ſtoppage of gonorrhœas, both where the run- 
ning has ſtopped of itſelf, and where it has 
been ſtopt by means of aſtringent remedies, 


O the cure of the gonorrhea, 


In the cure of this diſorder, the firſt thing 
'to be attempted is the removal of the in- 
flammatory ſymptoms ; which is principally 
to be affected. 1. By bleeding, if the pain 
and heat in making water is violent; and 
by making the patient take ſome doſes of 
mild cooling phyſic, ſuch as ſalts, or a ſolu- 
tion of manna and tartar folubilis, or lenitive 
electary, with a little jalap and nitre, or the 
— at the ſame time that he lives upon a 
light, 
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light, eaſy digeſted diet, compoſed moſtly of 
| broth, ſoup, pudding, fruit, mild veges 
tables, and plain boiled or roaſted meat; and 
drinks freely of ſoft, mild, cooling liquors, 
ſuch as whey, milk and water, orgeate, almond 
emulſion, linſeed tea, or the like; and that 
he avoids the uſe of ſalted or high-ſeaſoned 
food, and of ſpiceries, or other heating 
things; and abſtains from drinking vinous 
and ſpirituous liquors, and from uſing vio- 
lent exerciſe, or doing any thing that will 
help to increaſe the heat: and momantam 12 
the blood. 

Where the inflammatory cymptoms. are 
violent, it is neceſſary to join the uſe of 
nitre, and of the other cooling antiphlogiſtic 
remedies, and ſometimes to apply to the 
parts emollient or diſcutient poultices ; or to 
bathe and foment them ug with warm 
aromatic decoctions. | 

After the violence of the indmpesmien in 
the urethra is abated, the next thing to be 
attempted is, to put a ſtop to the runniag- 
and to free the patient of all venereal in- 
feRion. | - 7 5 

The common internal condi 0 
for this purpoſe have been thoſe of the pur- 
gative and mercurial kind. 


F ormerly 
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. Formerly, the practice was, to give a large 
doſe of calomel, (mere. ſublim. dulc.) or of 
ſome other mercurial preparation, at bed- 
time, and to purge it off next day with a 
doſe of pilulæ cochæ, or of ſome other ſtrong 
purgative medicine; and theſe mercurial and 
purgative medicines were repeated three or 
four times a-week, for ſome weeks, and af- 
terwards twice - or; thrice a- week for ſome 
time longer, — But it has been found, that 
this method of cute has not only often hurt 
the conſtitution, by weakening the patient 
too much, but has commonly made the diſ- 
order run out to great length, and frequently 
left an incurable gleet behind; and there- 
fore it has now been laid aſide, and milder 
methods adopted in its place. 

Some practitioners of late have been * 
the uſe of mercury in gonorrhœas, and truſted 
the cure principally. to mild opening medi- 
eines, given every other day, and the uſe of 
ſaft; diluting liquors, and a mild cooling re- 
gimen of diet; to which, after ſome time, 
they have joĩned the uſe of the gentle aſtrin- 
gent and balſamic remedies; and they have 
affirmed that the cure has been performed 
more pleaſantly to the patient, and with leſs

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hurt to the conſtitution, than where mend, 
had been made uſe f. 0 dien 

Others, from a belief that octgathits Neve! 
no effect in either correQing or diſcharging” 
the venereal virus in a gonorrhea; have given 

repeated ſmall doſes of ſome mild mercutiaF 
preparation, for ſome time, in order to re- 
move the yenereal taint ;- and during that 
courſe have given from time to time a doſe 
of ſome mild opening medicine,” to keep the 
body cool, and to prevent the mercury taking 
to the mouth; at the ſame time that they 
have, during this courſe, made their patients 
live on a cool regimen, and drink freely of 
mild, ſoftening, diluting liquors; and after- 
wards have added the uſe of the N 44-7 
ing and balſamic medicine. 

From what I have obſerved in the numer- 
ous caſes of gonorrhœas that I have ſeen}, I 
think that where the diſorder is very mild, it 
will often be cured without the uſe of mer- 
cury, by the method above mentioned; for 
the running, in ſuch caſes, will commonly 
catry off the venereal taint of itſelf, without 
any accident, if the body is kept cool; af - 
ter which the running will gradually dimi- 
niſh in quantity, become thick and ropy, and 
at laſt ſtop entirely, if the conſtitution has 

not 
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not been broken down by n= ſngiee 
and mercurial remedies. 

But where the tunning . to be of a 
virulent nature, and the pain and beat in 
making water, and the other inflammatory 
ſymptoms, have not abated much by the 
evacuations and the cooling remedies given 
in the beginning, or the ſeat of the diſorder 
ſeems to be high up in the urethra, I think 
that mercurials ought to be given, to aſſiſt in 
correcting the venereal virus; for purgative 
medicines certainly have no effect, either in 
deing this, or in diſcharging the venereal 
matter out of the body; for in my opinion, 
all that mild purgatives do, is, to keep the 
body cool by emptying the bowels; and no 
practitioner, who underſtands his buſineſs, 
would, if it was in his power, ever attempt 
to diſcharge the virulent matter of a | 
, chars by ſtool, when he conſidets that it firſt 
muſt be taken up into the blood before it can 
reach the bowels ; and that in the attempt he 


may effeQually pox his patient: and I am 


perſuaded that ſeveral of thoſe poxes which 
have come after gonorrhœas, have been oc- 


eaſioned by the uſe of, ſtrong draſtic purges, 
which have occaſioned an increaſed. bnp- 


tion of liquors from every Cavity. 


la 
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In the cure of virulent gonorrhœas, the 
method which I think beſt is this; after uſing 
the evacuations and cooling remedies in the 
beginning, the patient ought to continue to 
keep the parts extremely clean, by waſhing 
and bathing them frequently with ſome 
warm mild liquor; and to take for two or 
three days ſucceffively a doſe of ſome mild 
mercurial medicine, ſuch as a grain of calo- 
mel (mercur. dulc. ſubl.) or of the mereu- 
rius calcinatus per ſe, well rubbed, with a 
quarter of a grain of opium, and made up into 
a pill, with a little conſerve of hips ; or two 
or three grains of quickſilver, killed in bal- 
fam copaivi or honey, and made up into a 
pill, with ſome powder of liquorice ; or to 
rub in a little of the unguentum cœtuleum 
(mercuriale) on the thighs ; and on the third 
or fourth day to take ſo much of ſome mild 
opening medicine, as will give two, of at moſt 
three looſe ſtools in the day; and after a'day 
or two to repeat the ſame medicines ; and af- 
terwards to repeat them ſo often as may be 
judged neceſſary; care being taken never to 
give ſuch a quantity of mercury, or to repeat 
the mercurials ſo often as to affect the mouth.

liquors. Theſe digeſtive injections without 


mercury, commonly on uſing cauſe a great 
diſcharge of a thin watery liquor from the 
urethra, and afterwards make the matter of 
the gonorrhœa thick and ropy; and they 
often ſpeedily remove the pain and heat in 
making water, and in a few days ſtop the 
running; but if they be diſcontinued for a 
day or two the running returns as before. 
With the addition of the mercurius præcipi- 
tatus dulcis, or of calomel, they acquire a cer- 
tain degree of aſtringency.— lf it is meant to 
effeQually ſtop the running, then, after the 
pain and heat in making water is removed, 
and the diſcharge becomes thick and ropy, 
and in ſmall quantity by the uſe of the di- 
geſtive injections, a weak ſolution of white 
vitriol, or ſome other of the aſtringent injec» 
tions, muſt be uſed for a weck or longer. 
3. From a ſuppoſition that mercuty, ap- 
plied to the part, has an effect in correcting 
the venereal virus, it has been uſed in various 
forms in injections. The mercurius præcipi- 
tatus albus dulcis, and calomel, (or the merc. 
ſublim. 
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ſublim. dulc.) have been uſed with digeſtives 
and oil, as juſt now mentioned; and they 
have. been ſuſpended in mucilage of gum 
arabic ; and twenty or thirty drops of Van 
_ Sweiten's ſolution of the corroſive ſublimate 
have been mixed with five or ſix ounces of 
water, and uſed for the ſame purpoſe; All 
the mercurial injections have a greater or leſs 
degree of aftringency, from the mercury in 
them having been corroded by the marine 
acid: and they aſſiſt in drying up the ran» 
ning; but I doubt much whether the local 
application of mercury in any form has any 
effect in correcting or deſtroying the venereil 
virus; for from what I have obſerved, I am 
convinced that it is the effects of "mercury 
circulating with the blood, that either de- 
ſtroys or evacuates the venereal virus, and 
not its ſimple application to any part. 

4. The aſtringent medicines which have 
been uſed in injections are many; verdi- 
gris, blue and white vitriol, ceruſs, ſac- 
charum ſaturni, alum, lapis calaminaris, 
different ſorts of boles, and a number of 
other things, vegetable as well as mineral, 
which have been diſſolved or ſuſpended 
in various forms in watery or in oily li-

When it is lodged i in the ſmall 
glands ſurrounding the neck of the nut, or 
in the cellular membranes of the glans penis, 
and is ſo acrid as to erode the neighbouring 
fibres ard veſſels, it then cauſes little ſpread- 
ing ulcers called chancres.—If it be thrown 
into the glands of the groin, or of the arm» 
pits, it occaſions tumors in theſe glands called 
buboes.— And when the virus is taken up

] do not know that this method of open» 


ing the puſtules has ever hitherto been prac-

common way here, I think it is well worth 
the while to give it a fair trial.

N the following liſt of ſimples, intended 
for the uſe of military hoſpitals, ſuch 
only are mentioned as can be carried about 
with an army; the, author having omitted 
all thoſe which muſt be uſed freſh, as every 
country and every climate affords different 
ſorts ; and it muſt be left to the judgment of 
the phyſicians to chuſe ſuch of them as may 
be uſeful for the troops, which the country 
affords. — Perhaps the author may have put 
into this liſt ſome which are not abſolutely 
neceſſary, or omitted others which are; but 
ſuch may be choſen as are moſt adapted to 
the diſeaſes incident to the climate-where the 
ſcene of action is likely to be; or others 
may be added which may be thought uſeful, 
Before 
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Before any armament goes "oe this coun- 
try, proper people ought to be conſulted, to 
determine what are the medicines which are 
moſt proper to be carried along with the 
hoſpital, and what ought to be the quanti- 
ties of each, care being taken not to ſend 
out a number of uſeleſs articles, nor to ſend 
into hot climates ſuch things as ſpoil before 
they reach the place of their deſtination; of 
which kind are confections, conſerves, ſyrups, 
electaries, which ſoon ferment, and become 
uſeleſs, and like wiſe large quantities of pow- 
ders, which are apt to become inefficacious 
by keeping; and what are ſent ought to be 
very; carefully put up, to prevent their be- 
ing rn heat and moiſture.

were ſent to join their regiments in the end 
of November when the per ol went "Tee" 
winter-quarters, 

Befides thoſe parties edna by Capt. 8 
Douglaſs, between 7 and 800 recovered men, 
whom I diſcharged from the hoſpital which 
was eſtabliſhed at Munſter in July 1767, 
went to join the army in Auguſt, in two pars 
ties; the one of 400 men went directly to 
join the army; the other followed, and ſerved 
as a guard to the officers who wanted to join 
their corps, and to the officers of the hoſpiĩ- | 

tal and the hoſpital ſtores, which were 80 | 
dered to go to Lemgow, near to which the" 
army then was. 

Hence it appears, that at leaſt 6000'reco- 
vered men, diſcharged from the hoſpitals had 
been ſent to join their reſpective regiments 
in the year 1761. — By Dr. Millar's account, 
only 932 had eſcaped this year falling victims 
toi diſeaſes and improper management.

And upon a like examination of the table 
for the year 1796, it appears, that aboat 
120 died out of 1346, or about 1 in 11. *. 
As Dr. Millar's Srofelſed intention in com- 
poſing his Obſervations and Tables, is to lay 
before the public a fair comparative vie of 
the ſucceſs attending the medical practice in 
different charities; I am perſuaded that no 
body can think I have done him injuſtice in 
adding to the dead liſt of his diſpenſary, all 
thoſe patients who appear from his own ac- 
count to have died after their names were 
entered on the books of that charity ; 3,48 
every patient whatever ſent from the army to 
the general hoſpitals in Getmany, let their 
ſituation be what it would; nay, thoſe who
